This calls 
for platting the area. to determine 
ownership of lots so that they can 
be obtained., Cost of converting the 
land into acceptable parking space 
will be borne by the village from 
sales tax and parking meter money. 

While the movement to get the 
parking area has been slow, it is 
expected that efforts will be greater 
now to get the place ready for use 
next summer at the latest.

HI. T 

The., strange looking' platform 
mounted on steel skids with two 
fins at the stern to keep the plat- 
form under water, a rudder to steer 
it and a bow fin which regulates 
the diving grade is a conglomera- 
tion; of . electrical tubing and steel, 
hot to , mention 300 feet of towing 
rope which permits' the* platform 
to ' descend to a depth of 80 feet 
and travel three to four miles per 
dive. 

While it Is a far cry from the 
waters of Biscay ne Bay to the kleig 
flooded movie sets of Hollywood, 
Calif., both young men admit that 
the idea came from an under water 
film starring Jane Russell. They 
also v admit that they went to the 
show several times before they 
could take their eyes away from 
Miss Russell and concentrate on the 
contraption upon which she lan- 
guished at the bottom of the sea.

Some time ago MUton Eisenhower, president of 
Pennsylvania State University, said: "It Is the pri- 
vate institutions that set traditions, the standards 
of academic freedom in America. And because the 
private institutions do set and maintain these stan- 
dards, we of the public institutions also enjoy the 
benefits of such freedom. If private institutions were 
ever to disappear, -the politicians would take over the 
universities, and there would then be neither educa- 
tional freedom nor .any other kind." 

That fine statement, explains the main reason 
why more and. more American business enterprises 
are making more and more grants of money to 
hard-pressed private colleges and universities. Free- 
dom is indivisible — if one freedom dies the others 
sicken and will eventually die too. And nothing 
could more 'surely foreshadow the end of freedom 
than government domination of education,

In. Perspective 

Another great wheat harvest recently ended. As 
in past years, there was criticism of railroads and 
other agencies because all the. wheat wasn't moved 
instantaneously. 

That criticism is certainly not shared by a man 
who has been familiar with raising wheat for half 
a century — H. E. Slushcr, president of the Missouri 
Form Bureau. He said: "We have seen one of the 
largest wheat crops on record move into storage with 
a minimum of inconvenience and delay. On top 
of the wheat movement was the problem of handling 
a huge surplus of corn . . . 



"Little credit Is given to the traffic department 
of tho railroads for the fine job they do In routing 
cars to the heavy' producing grain areas In advance, 
of the grain movements. These cars have to act 
on the sidings for days before harvest, at great cost 
to the railroads. . . . 

"This year a marvelous Job was done by the 
railroads, by the elevators, by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation in comparison to the old days when you 

just had to wait It out We have made great 

strides In the handling of our grain crops at harvest 
time over the past fifty years. Credit should bo 
given where credit is due." 

It looks as If the critics seized upon minor in- 
conveniences — and overlooked the big achievements.
